crease in the levy, which was then about 
16 cents on the hundred dollars, should 
be made. The teaching force was hardly 
sufficient, buildings needed repairing 
and books and apparatus were required. 


But an increase of only 2>£ c-nta was 


given. Repairs had to be deterred and 
books and apparatus were not procured. 
The next year the same conditions pre- 
vailed to a worse extent, and but 2 cents 
was added to the levy. Then money had 
to be borrowed to pay the November 
salaries, and, of course, no repairs were 
made and nothing procured that the 
schools could possibly straggle along 
without. Two years ago the same con- 
ditions existed, accentuated of course, 
less than half the raise asked for was 
given, and salaries had to be cut and re- 
pairs, etc., again deferred to the great 
injury of the buildings and of 
the 


schools. 


One year ago these matters were fully 


presented to the Board of County Com 
missioners and a levy of 30 or 32 cents 
asked for, but it was not given. Tbe 
buildings could no longer go without re- 
pairs, and it took over $1,1(10 to do what 
was necessary. The High School build- 
ing bad needed painting on-tbe outside 
for years, aud the closets there were in a 
defective condition, threatening 
the 


health of tbe pupils, and moreover they 
needed enlarging. Much more ought to 
have been done, but it had again to be 
deferred. 


As a result of all these conditions there 


was no money in the school fund to pay 
the October and November salaries O. 
teachers, and the salaries for the last two 
months ot the present term cannot be 
paid until July—and then only from 
money that will be needed for next year 


To accommodate pupils this year tb 


Board have had to use a room at the 
Univermty, formerly used by the Train- 
ing School But the room is not suitable 
for a public school room on account o 
its size, it being a very smallj narrow 
room—and want of proper lighting anc 
ventilation. Then again it is difficult to 
get a sufficient number of email children 
of suitable grade to go up there. Parents 
are constantly objecting to sending thei 
small children to the primary school a 
the University, though there is no room 
for them elsewhere. Another room o 
two must be built or rented in the nea 
future. 


And the number ot pupils is graduall; 


growing beyond the capacity of th 
teaching force. Another teacher will be 
needed soon, in fact is needed now. Th 
schools are not supplied with books am 
apparatus as they should be. Littl 
Wadsworth put over $600 into a labora 
tory last summer, and the Reno Hig 
School has not $3JO invested in tb 
laboratory, and the most of that was go 
through efforts of teachers and pupils 
entertainments given 
The inside wood 


work of all the Keno school buildings 
needs repainting—it has stood twent 
years or more without a speck of paint. 


To sum everything up: Beno need 


more money for school purposes, an 
needs it badly. The school levy shoul 
be at least 35 cents. And such levy 
would be beneficial to all the schools ii 
the county. Scarcely a school in th 
county has money to run ten months in 
the year, excepting Wadsworth, an' 
Wads-worth has had a special tax am 
will need an additional teacher next year
